Regional Strategies are unified sets of actions that implement mul- 
tiple objectives contained in the Housing, Economic Development, 
Environmental Quality, Safety, Recreation and Transportation chap- 
ters of the Regional Plan--1980. ABAG's Strategies represent the 
vision of local decision makers in the late 1960s about how they 
wanted their region to grow in the next. twenty years. 


While the basic principles of the city-centered concept and the 
open space strategy are just as valid today as they were ten years 
ago, those first Bay Area regional planners could not foresee what 
was to come in the next decade, just ended: the growing jobs/hous- 
ing imbalance, energy shortages, inflation, Propositions 13 and 4. 
Neither did they anticipate the complexities to be faced in improv- 
ing environmental quality, safeguarding resources, and protecting 
against natural disasters while meeting the region's needs for 
housing to keep pace with commercial and industrial development. 


Since 1970, in approving more specific Regional Plan elements for 
Housing, Economic Development, Environmental Quality, Safety, Recre- 
ation and Transportation to deal with these emerging issues, Bay 
Area local governments have added to the Regional Plan 110 objec- 
tives, policies and associated actions supporting the city-centered 
concept of regional growth and 49 encouraging preservation of the 
regional open space system. 


The proposed amendments respond to this detailing of regional policy 
and are intended to bring these strategies up to date as guides for 
regional development and open space protection in the 1980s. There 
are two types of amendments: 


1. New policies or additional wording reflecting policies 
adopted (or proposed to be adopted in 1981) by ABAG's 
member governments. Proposed additions are underlined. 


2. Deletions of strategies or wording that have been super- 


seded by actions of the Executive Board or General Assem- 
bly since 1970. Proposed detett+ens are crossed out. 


Reasons for the proposed additions or deletions are stated in the 
Recommendations for each of the three strategies.

Regional Energy Goal Statement 


The regional energy goal, as revised and adopted by the RPC at the May 
6th meeting, reads as follows: 


To reduce energy consumption through energy efficiency, 
and to develop alternative renewable energy sources and 
conventional energy sources, when consistent with economic 
feasibility and environmental quality in the Bay Area. 


Regional Energy Policies and Implementing Actions 


At its May 6th meeting the RPC gave initial approval to five energy 
objectives for the region. These objectives were derived from key energy 
issues identified early in the work of EPAC and formed the basis for the 
policy development work. Implicit in the wording and order of the ob- 
jectives are priorities in energy planning for the Bay Area. Objective 
#1 sets energy efficiency as the first priority; reducing energy demand 
through efficient use of energy is most important for Bay Area residents. 
Recognizing that even with reduced demand new energy supply will be 


required, the Committee suggested that development of renewable energy 
resources should be given increased importance. This is Objective #2. 
Finally, Objective #3 contains the acknowledgement that non-renewable 
energy development is likely to be required, but should be done only 

in conjunction with programs for energy efficiency and development 

of renewable energy resources. Objectives #4 and #5 propose that energy 
planning and development be done in an equitable and environmentally 
sound manner. The energy policies detail these objectives; the implemen- 
ting actions recommend public and private sector activities to put these 
policies into effect. These policies and actions highlight the high 
degree of cooperation and participation by many entities that is required 
to move toward regional energy objectives. They also are written with 
the knowledge and the explicit mention, where appropriate, of the many 
effective efforts already underway in the Bay Area.
